11. A cutting device comprising^ 

a base having an opening with cutting edges; 

a flap articulated with respect to the base, the flap having a shape 
corresponding to the opening and cutting edges corresponding to the cutting edges 
of the opening; and / 

wherein the base is /mounted on a card, and the card supports a 
medical device system. /
